This was not a short¬ 
cut to a life on benefits, 
however, but temporary 
accommodation as their 
claim for asylum was 
assessed. 

The family were 
housed there to protect 
several children, who 
were reported to be 
sleeping rough amongst 
discarded nappies, and 
as an alternative to fam¬ 
ily detention centres 
which imprison children 
alongside their parents. 

Even legal immi¬ 
grants from Bulgaria are 
not protected by the 
benefits system until 
they have worked for 12 
months. 

They pay taxes and 
help to support our age¬ 
ing population, often 


returning home without 
making any requests of 
the state. 

Immigration from 
outside the EU is only 
possible if there are 
vacancies British 
nationals cannot fill - 
and this has been essen¬ 
tial in restoring institu¬ 
tions like the NHS to 
their former glories. 

Your correspondent 
also mentions MPs’ 
expenses. 

The cost of 
allowances has risen 
this year, but only in 
comparison to 
2010/2011, when the 
general election resulted 
in a long period where 
MPs were away from 
Westminster and did not 
make any claims.

W ITH reference to the recent 

GEM letter headed ‘The perils of 
Port Road behind slow cyclist, ’ I 
would like to point out that cyclists are 
not obliged to ride on cycle paths where 
provided. 

This is fortunate because even the best British 
bike paths, which are few and far between, are still 
below international standards of best practice, par¬ 
ticularly the Dutch principle of ‘sustainable safety’. 

If the cycle path is so wonderful, why would a 
cyclist choose to suffer potholes and heavy traffic? 

The writer jokingly wishes that motorists had 
“car paths” available. In fact, they do have an 
extremely expensive network of roads built exclu¬ 
sively for their use - motorways. 

On the point of road tax, cyclists do not pay it, 
but neither do motorists. Roads are paid for 
through general taxation, so cyclists contribute in 
other ways - such as income tax, VAT and council 
tax. 

This is not just arguing over semantics. Road tax 
was abolished in 1937 because, as Winston 
Churchill said: “It will be only a step from this for 
them to claim in a few years the moral ownership 
of the roads their contributions have created 
Even if cyclists were subject to vehicle excise 
duty, since it is based on exhaust emissions, they 
would pay zero. 

Nevertheless, you might say that motorists pay 
certain taxes that cyclists do not, so maybe a sense 
of entitlement is justified? 

A recent report by the Institute for Public Policy 
Research states that, while motorists contributed 
around £32 billion in VED and fuel duty in 2010,

I wrote to the highways 
department to explain 
how a Continental cycle 
path works - they are 
certainly more flowing 
than the horrible mon¬ 
strosity we have ended 
up with. 

Between the round¬ 
about at the junction of 
Port Road and the Docks 
link road in Barry, a 
cyclist has to dismount 
to cross the road six 
times minimum before 
arriving at the boys’ 
comprehensive school. 

This is stupid: a 
cyclist has more restrict¬ 
ed visibility than a 
motorist, and all the road 
junctions should give 
cyclists right of way, as 
happens everywhere on 
the Continent. 

The cycle path across 
the Waterfront is even

Costly planning 
appeal defeats 
could be avoided 


I N a recent letter 
to The GEM 
(September 6), 
Coun Fred Johnson 
as chair of the plan¬ 
ning committee said 
he wanted to give 
his members train¬ 
ing to avoid deci¬ 
sions against offi¬ 
cers, such as those 
the council has lost 
on appeal. 

But is his target right, 
considering the two 
recent examples? 

When the waste wood 
incinerator on Barry 
Dock (‘Sunrise’ renew¬ 
ables) rejected by the 
planning committee, 
went to inquiry, the Vale 
Council officers’ case 
covered only sirens on 
reversing lorries, vibra¬ 
tion damage to buildings 
on the Cardiff Road in 
Cadoxton (no actual evi¬ 
dence) and aspirations 
for clean development of 
the dock (no evidence, 
just a possible planning 
application). 

They said nothing on 
the tremendous noise 
from the incinerator 
plant itself, nothing on 
the fumes which could 
take parts of Barry over 
the NOx limit, nothing 
about the ultrafine dust 
reaching local homes, 
nothing about the fire 
hazards of stored wood 
chips; and nothing about 
the disposal of thousands 
of tonnes of toxic ash, 
covered in the Friends of 
the Earth case. 

No wonder the 
inspector judged the 
council case was not 
serious, and made it pay 
the £100,000 inquiry and 
appellant’s costs. 

For the recent appeal 
on drilling for fracking 
at Llandow, the Vale 
officers mentioned pol¬ 


lution of local water 
sources, but couldn’t 
provide details of the 
sources. The inquiry 
considered noise at the 
nearest home. FoE pro¬ 
posed non-disturbing 
night-time levels in 
accord with WHO guid¬ 
ance, but the Vale offi¬ 
cers accepted much 
higher quarrying noise 
levels. 

Nor did they support 
FoE’s argument for envi¬ 
ronmental impact assess¬ 
ment of the whole frack¬ 
ing operation, despite 
the Welsh Minister 
advising a “precaution¬ 
ary approach” and 
“additional environmen¬ 
tal considerations.” 

Again, the officers 
had no defence against a 
costs order because their 
case was so poor. 

At neither inquiry did 
the Vale officers argue 
that the high level of 
public concern is a legit¬ 
imate planning objec¬ 
tion. 

This compares with 
the rejection of a wood- 
incinerator like the 
Sunrise one in Trafford, 
Manchester, when the 
council argued “genuine 
and significant public 
concern” plus harm to 
regeneration of the area 
(http: // w w w.bbc. co .uk/n 
ews/uk-england-man- 
chester-15670265). 

Surely Coun Johnson 
needs to arrange training 
for the planning officers, 
as well as councillors.? 
This should include how 
to write reports that give 
evidence on the range of 
planning issues, allow¬ 
ing the councillors to 
exercise judgement in 
balancing them; and giv¬ 
ing evidence in support 
of the councillors when 
going to public inquiry.

My wife thought the 
chicken was moist and 
tender, and the thick 
creamy sauce struck the 
right note with its spici¬ 
ness. It was neither too 
hot, nor too mild. 

I selected the king 
prawn korma at £7.50 
because I’m not a huge 
fan of hot dishes. It con¬ 
tained lots of large juicy 
prawns in a wonderful 
thick, mild and creamy 
sauce with overtones of 
coconut. This made it 
very mild and sweet. 

We also shared a 
shakoti gosht dish at 
£5.95. This was a hotter 
dish than I’m used to 
and is lamb cooked in a 
coconut and almond 
sauce. 


The lamb was succu¬ 
lent, and for those that 
like a kick in the taste- 
buds it hit the spot. 

We had a selection of 
side dishes to comple¬ 
ment the meal, my 
wife’s favourite being 
the peshwari pulao at 
£2.70 - it’s a pulao rice 
cooked with grated 
coconut. 

I like spinach so I 
plumped for the palak 
bhaji spinach at £2.25. 

The servings were 
more than generous, and 
would have been 
enough for three people. 
There was also a fantas¬ 
tic array of main and 
side dishes available.

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Cadoxton House is now a 
local support centre with 
ground-breaking video link 


CADOXTON 
HOUSE - once a 
decaying derelict 
building - is to serve 
the people of Barry 
once again. 

The building started 
life as an imposing 
Victorian home which 
was built for a well-to-do 
local doctor. 

Later, it passed into 
public ownership, and 
over the years fulfilled a 
number of roles - that of 
a sixth form block for St 
Cadoc’s Roman Catholic 
Secondary School, an arts 
centre and a play group. 

Eventually, it was 
closed, became van¬ 
dalised and suffered 
arson attacks. On a num¬ 
ber of occasions nearby 
residents had to contact 
the Fire Brigade to extin¬ 
guish fires that had been 
lit in the building. 

Cadoxton House has 
now emerged from its 
undistinguished recent 
history thanks to a £1.3 
million Welsh 

Government-financed 
renovation. 

The new centre will 
help victims of domestic 
and alcohol abuse, their 
children, families and 
partners, in a project 
developed by the Vale 
Council and Safer Vale 
Partnership. 

Last week, it was offi¬ 
cially opened by the local 
government minister, 
Carl Sargeant, who said: 
“I am delighted that the 
Welsh Government has 
been able to provide £1.3 
million through the sub¬ 
stance misuse and 
domestic abuse budgets 
for the renovation of this 
building. 

“This demonstrates my 
commitment, even in 
these difficult economic 
times, to ensure victims 
are supported here in the 
Vale of Glamorgan and 
across Wales.” 

The agencies provid¬ 
ing services at the centre 
include Victim Support, 
Pen-yr-Enfys, Atal-yr- 
Fro and Hafan Cymru. 

The centre also houses 
a video link which can be 
used by witnesses in

criminal trials. 

Luigi Strinati, head of 
crime for HM Courts and 
Tribunals Service Wales 
said: “Cardiff & Vale of 
Glamorgan Magistrates’ 
Court has been able since 
July to link up to the 
community support cen¬ 
tre in Barry via a live 
video link to deal with 
criminal trial cases. 

“This is the first facili¬ 
ty of its kind in England 
and Wales, providing 
prosecution and defence 


witnesses with an oppor¬ 
tunity to give their evi¬ 
dence in a modern com¬ 
fortable witness suite, in 
a safe and secure environ¬ 
ment away from the 
court.” 

The video link is also 
being used by other 
courts across south 
Wales. 

Leader of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, Neil 
Moore, who is also one of

House is situated, said it 
was an ideal location for 
local organisations.

Cash injection modernises 
Welsh Blood Service fleet 


BLOOD donations in 
the Vale and 
Bridgend are set to 
become easier and 
more frequent after 
Health Minister 
Lesley Griffiths AM 
agreed more than 
£900,000 of funding 
for new vehicles to 
renovate the Welsh 
Blood Service’s 
(WBS) fleet. 

In total, the WBS will 
see two new six-bed 
mobile blood collection 
clinic trailers, one 
equipment vehicle, two 
support vehicles and 
four large delivery vans 
join their existing fleet. 

These will help to 
modernise the WBS col¬ 
lection services, as well 
as improve the current 


clinical system, mean¬ 
ing that more blood can 
be collected more often 
across the Vale and 
Bridgend, as well as 
south and west Wales. 

WBS deputy director, 
Alan Prosser, welcomed 
the news, telling The 
GEM: “Some of the old 
vehicles are 13-years- 
old now, so this is 
exactly what we need. 

“Now, 25 per cent of 
all our blood taken is in 
the mobile blood units, 
so we can go in to the 
Vale and Bridgend, set 
up, and there will be 
less manual handling. 
Thousands of people 
come forward, and these 
vehicles are a real life 
saver for us. 

“We are introducing a 
new process to speed up 
the whole blood doner 



experience, and the new 
vehicles will be config¬ 
ured to this. 

“We can also go in to 
large organisations and 
set up at their place of 
work and take donors 
during work time. We 
will now be able to 
come in to the area, and 
more often. They are a 
fantastic tool for the 
WBS. 

“The people of 
Bridgend and the Vale 
are great supporters of 
the WBS, so thank 
you!” 

Lesley Griffiths AM 
said: “With an ageing 
population, we need the 
services of the Welsh 
Blood Service more 
than ever. 

“This investment will 
enable them to provide 
flexible, accessible 
blood donation units 
and get out into even 
more of our communi¬ 
ties to encourage more 
donors to come forward. 

“I hope people see 
these units and are 
encouraged to give 
blood. One in three peo¬ 
ple in Wales will need 
blood in their lifetime, 
but only one in 30 will 
ever give blood. Giving 
blood saves lives, and 
hopefully this invest¬ 
ment will enable the 
Welsh Blood Service to 
reach more potential 
donors.” 

The WBS are looking 
for even more sites, 
such as supermarkets, 
for their public collec¬ 
tions, as well as more 
businesses to work with 
on work-based collec¬ 
tions.

When in his presence, 
there was an atmosphere 
of peace and joy, such 
was his quiet, authorita¬ 
tive manner, which was 
always accompanied 
with a ready smile, 
enhanced by his gor¬ 
geous black beard, and 
wonderful Welsh accent 
that was music to our 
English ears!

Gurwin passed away 
last Thursday, September 
27 after being diagnosed 
with a brain tumour nine 
months earlier. His 
funeral will take place on 
Tuesday, October 9 at 
2pm at Coastlands. 

Gurwin is survived by 
Denny, the couple’s three 
children, Nicki, Angie 
and Dave, and four 
grandchildren.

port. The link is help¬ 
ful in attracting pas¬ 
sengers to Cardiff who 
might otherwise use 
Bristol or Gatwick as 
their default airport 
for leisure or business 
trips. 

She continued: “I 
would like to see smart 
ticketing introduced 
for paying bus passen¬ 
gers in the Vale, as 
currently happens in 
Cardiff and Newport - 
the technology exists 
as it’s currently used 
for over 60s bus pass¬ 
es. 

“I also want to see 
more joined-up think¬ 
ing and working when 
it comes to timetables, 
so that buses and 
trains meet.” 

She added that she 
was not currently 
aware of any threat to 
services in the Vale, 
but hopes that the cut 
in funding won’t mean 
a cut in services as it 


has elsewhere in 
Wales. The public 
written consultation 
period closes on 
Friday, November 2, 
when the committee 
will look at the sub¬ 
mitted opinions and 
decide which areas in 
particular need 
addressing. 

They may then con¬ 
tact passenger focus 
groups, community 
groups, businesses and 
local residents in order 
to gain a better picture 
of how public trans¬ 
port is running in each 
area based on individ¬ 
uals’ experiences. 

Nick Ramsay AM, 
committee chair, said: 
“An integrated public 
transport service is a 
key factor in a success¬ 
ful economy and in 


sustaining our commu¬ 
nities. We want to hear 
from travellers as part 
of this inquiry, it will 
build a complete pic¬ 
ture of how the net¬ 
work operates and 
where improvements 
can be made. 

“We also want to 
hear of innovative 
approaches to fill any 
gaps in the system or 
enhance and integrate 
the network still fur¬ 
ther.”

'Store is already a major inconvenience' 


F URTHER to your report in The 

GEM (September 27) regarding the 
Sainsbury convenience store in 
Barry. 

It has only been open for a week, but already it 
is clear that customers are regularly breaching the 
traffic management rules laid down by the planners. 

As part of their attempt to minimise the traffic 
chaos in the area, the planners made it a require¬ 
ment that all traffic leaving the site must turn left 
and use the traffic island at the junction of Park 
Crescent and Pontypridd Road. 

I have already observed customers taking a 
chance turning right when leaving despite road 
markings to the contrary at the exit. 

Also, the special wagons promised by Sainsburys 
are being used but they are unable to use the yard 
as planned, because customers’ cars are already 
parked when they arrive - and the lorry has to park 
along the length of the car park, blocking at least 
six spaces and causing congestion in the road from 
customers unable to access the car park.

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Local MP’s accusation of ‘broken’ election 
promise is disputed by the Vale Coalition 


A POLITICAL row has broken out after 
the Vale Conservative MP, Alun Cairns, 
accused Labour of reneging on a cam¬ 
paign promise to “scrap the Local 
Development Plan” (LDP). 

However, Coun Lis Burnett, the Vale Council cab¬ 
inet member for regeneration, innovation, planning 
and transportation, responded by saying that a new 
and amended LDP would soon be unveiled and that 
therefore, the previous one had, in effect, been 
scrapped. 

On April 26, just before the May council elec¬ 
tions, Labour took a full page advertisement in The 
GEM, which included the statement “ Labour will 
Scrap the LDP and consult to produce a sustainable 
alternative”. 

Alun Cairns told The GEM that he always regard¬ 
ed this as electioneering. He went looking for a 
‘smoking gun’ by asking the Welsh Assembly, via a 
Freedom of Information (Fol) request, for details of 
discussions concerning the Vale LDP between the 
Vale Council and Assembly officers. 

He now insists that the document he received, 
dated August 6, showed that Labour never intended 
to scrap the LDP, pointing to the fact that it included 
this phrase, written by Assembly officers taking min¬ 
utes of the meeting: There was no desire to start the 
LDP process again, rather the issue was refinement

of the current plan. Elsewhere in the document, it 
says: It would appear that the new administration 
has specific issues regarding certain aspects of the 
plan, linked to pledges made during the recent elec¬ 
tions. There appears to be a desire to make changes 
to the plan. While not wholesale, the issue is whether 
the ‘Focused Changes ’ stage in the plan preparation 
can accommodate such changes. 

Mr Cairns claimed: “The revelation of this docu¬ 
ment shows that Labour’s promise before the local 
elections was completely hollow. 

“It has tarnished their credibility - something that 
will be difficult to recover from.” 

He continued: “I received hundreds of complaints 
about the LDP and this will have been significant to 
the way people voted in the elections. 

“I have no doubt that many traditional supporters 
of all parties will have voted Labour on the basis of 
their promise. 

“Residents across the Vale, from Barry, to Wick 
and Rhoose to Y stradowen will feel cheated and let 
down. 

“This was the central plank of Labour’s local elec¬ 
tion campaign. It is difficult to believe, after all they 
said, that they have told the Welsh Government that 
they only want to make ‘focused changes’ and that 
they are happy with broad proposals.” 

Coun Lis Burnett countered by saying that there 
had been discussions involving council officers and 
their Assembly counterparts between the election in 
May and August 6. These discussions had estab¬ 
lished, she said, that certain parts of the LDP were so 
advanced that changes could not be made. 

She said: “There are areas where planning per¬ 
mission for housing, for instance, has already been 
granted.” 

Coun Burnett said Barry Waterfront was a prime 
example of this, and that going back to square one 
was not possible. 

She explained: “However, we are in the final 
stages now, and will be bringing a new LDP to the 
scrutiny committee in November.” 

She said that the process underpinning the previ¬ 
ous LDP had been examined and had been found to 
be flawed, and the new version would address these. 

She said: “The previous administration had allo¬ 


cated a consultation period of only six weeks, the 
language used was inaccessible to the public, and the 
process for residents to make their comments was 
also inaccessible. 

“When the new LDP is released for consultation, 
that consultation will take place over a much longer 
period. 

“Personally, I will go anywhere in the Vale to talk 
to people about it when the plan is presented.” 

Alun Cairns did have some sympathy for the cur¬ 
rent administration - as well as the previous 
Conservative one - saying that the root of the prob¬ 
lem lay with the number of new dwellings demand¬ 
ed by the Welsh Government. 

He said: “The Welsh Government’s insistence on 
the LDP was so strong, I knew that it was going to 
be difficult to reduce their housing target. 

“In fairness to the former council administration, 
they were merely acting on direction from the Welsh 
Government. 

“They paid a heavy political price on the oppor¬ 
tunistic actions of the Labour Party, which have now 
been proven to be untrue.” 

There is, at least, general agreement on the num¬ 
ber of new houses that must be included in the plan. 
Labour members have said that too many have to be 
allocated, particularly in the eastern Vale. 

This view is shared by Plaid Cymru. Coun Chris 
Franks said recently: “Across Wales, communities 
are horrified by unrealistic housing targets and a lack 
of investment in public transport, schools and roads. 

“We know that 2,000 houses have already been 
approved in Barry, but no one believes that the infra¬ 
structure can cope with another 8,000 houses and the 
associated traffic.” 

One thing is clear, however, and that is that the 
Conservatives are determined to make the charge of 
reneging on that campaign promise a big issue. 

Only last week, at a meeting of the full council, 


Coun Rhodri Traherne asked Coun Lis Burnett the 
following question: “In your discussions with the 
Welsh Government, could you confirm whether or 
not you have discussed scrapping the LDP?” 

In response, Coun Burnett replied, “Yes, we have 
discussed scrapping the LDP with the Welsh 
Government”. 

In the end, it could all come down to the definition 
of the word ‘scrapping ’.

Resurfacing work at 
Port Road, Barry

that the condition of 
Port Road is some¬ 
thing that the Vale 
Council is aware of 

The housing develop¬ 
er responsible for the 
new Golwg Y Coed 
development on 
Pencoedtre Lane, off 
Port Road, will be 
undertaking a schedule 
of resurfacing works 
each evening from 6pm- 
11:30pm from Monday, 
October 15 to Friday, 
October 19. 

I should point out that 
all resurfacing works 
are, of course, subject to 
change due to weather 
conditions; however, this 
is the schedule which is 
currently in place. 

As part of the sched¬ 
uled works, Port Road 
will be resurfaced for 
approximately 280 


metres at the junction 
with Pencoedtre Lane, in 
addition to the section of 
the lane leading to the 
new housing develop¬ 
ment. 

Improvement works 
had been delayed while 
ongoing issues with pub¬ 
lic utilities to the hous¬ 
ing development were 
resolved. 

This aspect is now 
complete, and so resur¬ 
facing works can com¬ 
mence on the dates 
detailed above. 

Once the new road 
surface has been laid, 
the road height will 
increase in order to 
match the new kerbs at 
the crossing points on 
this stretch of the road.

The Conservatives 
also claimed that 20 per 
cent of local businesses 
surveyed had been 
offered support by the 
Welsh Government, with 
more than a quarter of 
those who had (27 per 
cent) feeling that the 
experience was poor or 


very poor. They say 
respondents felt the 
process of applying for 
business support was 
complicated by excessive 
red tape and bureaucracy. 

Mr Davies said: 
“These alarming findings 
will concern a First 
Minister whose govern¬ 
ment already have a rep¬ 
utation for lethargy. 

“Vale businesses are 
being let down by a lack 
of support from the 
Welsh Government, and 
by a system of support 
that is too complicated 
and overwhelmed by red 
tape and regulation.” 


Businesses were asked 
to describe their experi¬ 
ences applying to the 
Welsh Government for 
support, with 11.2 per 
cent of respondents hav¬ 
ing done so. A total of 
61.6 per cent of those 
were happy with the sup¬ 
port they were eventually 
offered, but many felt 
that the process was too 
complicated and time- 
consuming. 

Several respondents 
complained of having to 
employ consultants to 
help with application 
forms, while one 
Penarth-based business 
complained that civil ser¬ 
vants were doing “every¬

The first natural burial 
ground within the Vale is 
located there, with stun¬ 
ning views across the 
Bristol Channel and 
across Cardiff to Castell 
Coch. 

The meadows were 
wet as they journeyed 
past Haelfaes and Homri 
and through meadows 
that contained a beautiful 
herd of Welsh Black cat¬ 
tle, their calves, and a 
tired looking bull. 

Under blue skies and 
warm sunshine the group 
reached what had been 
built as the Glyn Cory 
Garden Village. Now 
called Wyndham Park, 
on the outskirts of 
Peterson-super-Ely and 
enjoyed the autumnal 
colours of the horse 
chestnut trees on the 
main avenue.

climb by road and 
sunken lane led to the 
Cottrell Park golf course. 

The original Cottrell 
estate passed to the 
Button family when Sir 
Thomas Button, who was 
a naval explorer famous 
for charting the north¬ 
west American coast and 
the Hudson Straits mar¬ 
ried Barbara the daughter 
of Rice Meyrick. 

Much later, the estate 
passed into the Tyler 
family, many members of 
which had renowned 
naval and army back¬ 
grounds. 

Having reached St 
Nicholas, the group 
crossed the A48 again 
and entered fields which 
led them to the burial 
cairn at Tinkinswood, 
where they enjoyed 
lunch bathed in warm 
sunshine. Having

Mother walks 
free after appeal 
court verdict 


A MOTHER jailed 
after her children 
complained to 
social services that 
she had smacked 
them, has been 
freed after a judge 
said her actions 
were no worse than 
those of “many lov¬ 
ing and caring par¬ 
ents throughout the 
land.” 

The Vale mother had 
carried out “excessive 
chastisement” on four 
occasions on two of her 
sons over the space of 
seven years, London 


Criminal Appeal Court 
heard. 

The woman was sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months by 
Judge David Wynn 
Morgan at Cardiff 
Crown Court on July 16, 
after pleading guilty to 
four counts of cruelty to 
a person under 16. 

Appeal judges, Lord 
Justice Elias, Mr Justice 
Coulson and Mrs Justice 
Thirlwall, ordered she be 
freed. 

Her barrister, Ruth 
Smith, told the court she 
was arrested after one 
son made a false allega¬ 
tion to social services 
that she had attacked 
him and caused him 


Councillor’s call 
to dispense with 
role of mayor 


A BARRY town 
councillor has 
called for the role of 
Barry Town Mayor 
to be scrapped, and 
is suggesting that 
there should be a 
public vote on the 
issue. 

Coun Robert Bertin, 
who represents the Barry 
Court ward on the town 
council, is calling for the 
role to be abolished in a 
bid to save money. 

However, he also 
argued that the Barry 
Labour party has kept 
the post for itself, and 
denied long-serving 
councillors from opposi¬ 
tion parties the chance to 
serve as mayor. 

He said that thousands 
of pounds could be 


saved, but this was dis¬ 
puted in a statement 
issued by Barry Town 
Council, which said that 
a town mayor did not get 
paid, receiving an 
allowance for travel, 
entertainment and cloth¬ 
ing.

After all, 
there is also a Mayor of 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
so why do we need 
another?” 

He added that if he 
obtained the signatures 
needed, he intended to 
present the petition to a 
full council meeting.

was too long. 

“We think the judge 
took his eye off the 
ball.” 

He concluded: “We 
think the right thing to 
do now would be to give 
her a sentence of five 
months imprisonment, 
that would secure her 
immediate release.”

Ty Hafan lottery 
draw winners 
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Looper strikes a blow for 
original, intelligent cinema 


F rom his 

small-screen 
beginnings as 
Tommy in Third 
Rock From The 
Sun , Joseph 
Gordon Levitt has 
turned into quite 
the movie actor. 

Gripping, independ¬ 
ent fare such as 
Mysterious Skin has bal¬ 
anced out with quirky 
romantic comedy in 
(500) Days Of Summer, 
and even big budget 
blockbusters like The 
Dark Knight Rises, 
Levitt standing out in 
terms of his quality and 
dependability. 

He re-teams with his 
Brick director Rian 
Johnson in Looper, 
where he plays Joe, a 
‘looper’ who is 
employed to kill people 
sent back through time 
on behalf of the mob. 
However, when he is 
asked to kill his older 
self (played by Bruce 
Willis), it sets in motion 
a chain of events that 
threatens to change the 
future... 

I’m doing the plot of 
Looper a disservice 
with the above synopsis, 
having pared down a 
dense and intricately 
constructed story into 
its most basic parts. 

Fundamentally, it’s a 
time-travel film with 
notions of fate and life, 
but penned and directed 


by Rian Johnson, it 
becomes something 
even more satisfying 
and enjoyable - a film 
that manages to balance 
spectacle and story with 
a good dose of intelli¬ 
gence and, in a sea of 
adaptations and sequels, 
stands out with its indi¬ 
viduality. 

Johnson’s previous 
forays on the big screen 
include the quirky The 
Brothers Bloom and the 
clever high-school-set 
noir of Brick, but while 
Looper has little in 
common with these 
films, tonally the hall¬ 
marks of Johnson are all 
over it. 

The dialogue is 
sharply written, the 
plotting watertight. The 
complexities of time 
travel are well negotiat¬ 
ed by Johnson, who 
manages to avoid nearly 
all the pitfalls that come 
with the genre and 
makes the story feel sat¬ 
isfying and engaging 
while never spoon feed¬ 
ing the viewer. 

Visually, Johnson 
makes the step up seam¬ 
lessly, giving the future 
a realistic, gritty sheen 
but throwing in little 
elements that evoke the 
sense of the future, 
while the dark, gloomy 
world looks beautiful 
yet dangerous. Johnson 
also handles the more 
spectacular scenes styl¬ 
ishly, giving another 
dimension to match the

heavy narrative - 
Johnson really is on top 
form here. 

Casting actors of the 
quality of Joseph 
Gordon Levitt and 
Bruce Willis certainly 
does the film no harm, 
the pair bringing out 
different facets of the 
same character while 
maintaining the integri¬ 
ty. 

Levitt, wearing pros¬ 
thetics that make him 
look closer to a younger 
Willis, captures the 
headstrong callow youth 
of Joe, whose life holds 
no importance beyond a 
fleeting affair with a 
stripper, his job and a 
low-level drug depend¬ 
ency. Willis manages to 
take on board Levitt’s 
turn and add the sadness 
of opportunities missed 
and wrong decisions 


made, coupled with an 
opportunity to change 
things for the better. 

Both actors are on 
fine form here and 
deliver strong perform¬ 
ances that sit well, 
while in supporting 
turns, the likes of Emily 
Blunt, Jeff Daniels, Paul 
Dano and, in a mes¬ 
merising turn, young 
Pierce Gagnon, all shine 
when required to in a 
superbly acted piece. 

In an age of unorigi¬ 
nality, Looper stands 
out like a beacon, and 
with all the elements in 
place, delivers the 
goods. A film of sub¬ 
stance and quality, 
Looper is one of the 
finest films of the year. 
VERDICT - Looper is 
an example of 
Hollywood getting it 
right. Rian Johnson’s 
originality and ingenu¬ 
ity makes for a mes¬ 
merising film that is 
only helped by excel¬ 
lent turns from the 
likes of Joseph Gordon 
Levitt, Bruce Willis 
and Emily Blunt, and 
cannot be lauded 
enough. Highly recom¬ 
mended.

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P ASSMORES has 
warned that 
dying intestate - 
without having written 
a will - can result in 
added difficulties for 
your family at a very 
sad time, and may also 
lead to unintended 
consequences. 

Miss Carli Evans of 
Passmores said: “There 
are many misunder¬ 
standings about dying 
intestate. 

“Everything doesn’t 
necessarily pass auto¬ 
matically to your 
spouse. 

“The laws vary 
depending on the 
deceased’s family cir¬ 
cumstances and the con¬ 
tent of their estate. 

“If you don’t write a 
will, your property will 
be divided between your 
spouse, if you have one, 
and other family mem¬ 
bers, in accordance with 
strict rules - which may 
not be at all what you 
would have wanted. 

“Many people have 
quite complicated fami¬ 
ly lives these days, and 
if you want to make 
sure that your property 
goes to the people you 
want to have it, you 
need to write a will.” 

The Law Society 
urges people to write a 
will, and points out that 
couples who are neither 
married nor in a civil 
partnership should make 
sure they have written a 
will, otherwise their 
partner will not benefit 
under the intestacy 
rules. 

The president of the 
Law Society, Lucy 
Scott-Moncrieff said: “I 
know that many people 
assume that because 
they have lived together 


for many years, they 
have certain rights to 
their partner’s estate - 
and that if their partner 
dies, they will be treated 
the same way under the 
intestacy rules as mar¬ 
ried couples or those in 
a civil partnership. 

“They won’t... In 
order to receive a share 
in their partner’s estate, 
they will need to go 
court to make a claim. 

“ The easier option 
for cohabiting couples is 
to make a will before¬ 
hand.” 

The society has 
warned that anyone 
writing a will should 
use a solicitor and avoid 
the many unregulated 
will-writers who 
have hit the headlines 


for shoddy work. 

Lucy Scott-Moncrieff 
added: “Not only are 
will-writers unregulated, 
some are not properly 
insured, nor are they 
covered by the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Legal 
Ombudsman. 

“So your family will 
have no redress after 
you die, if it turns out 
that the will does not do 
what you wanted it to 
do.”

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Food festival 
announces 
‘tweaks’ to 
car parking 


PREPARATIONS 
for the 2012 
Cowbridge Food 
and Drink Festival 
on October 27 and 
28 are well under 
way; and festival 
organisers have 
released details 
about the new park¬ 
ing and traffic 
arrangements for 
the weekend’s 
events. 

The Cowbridge Food

The timetable of buses 
will be clearly marked 
and will go every half 
hour from each of the 
stops. 

The Park and Ride 
sites remain the same:- 
Cowbridge School if 
travelling from Cardiff 
direction or Llwynhelig 
Farm, just off the A48 
from the Bridgend direc¬ 
tion. 

The Park and Ride 
system remains free of 
charge for all to encour¬ 
age as many to use this 
facility as possible. 

The spokeswoman 
continued: “The commit¬ 
tee has also responded to 
feedback that the town 
hall car park should be 
freed for visitors to the 
town. 

“This year, the front 
right-hand section will 
no longer be used for 
demonstration vehicles, 
and the Vale Council has 
agreed this will be used 
as increased designated 
disabled parking for the 
duration of the festival.

found to be parking in the 
town hall car park, the 
penalty will be that they
